Thank you for returning my review of Oliver Stone's "JFK". 

I am sorry we were not able to work something out regarding either the review 
or ny Interim project on Stone's film. That project went pretty well. Among 
other things r it gave me an opportunity to establish even further Stone's 
inability to sort out fact from ficticxi by critically analyzing >7FK: The. Book 
of the Film vMch included the so-called "documented" screenplay. And I did use 
the review I wrote for you both in that project and as part of a brief section 
on the JFK assassination for the criminology class I taught this past semester. 

This past yeaTr at least since Sept. '93r I have been on the trail of yet 
another fraud r only this time one v^ch defends the main conclusion of the 
Warren Comnaission that Lee Harvey Oswald was indeed the sole assassin. I am 
referring specifically to Gerald Posner's widely acclaimed book^ Case Closed y 
about which there was so much media attention throughout this past fall, 
especially around the 30th anniversary of the assassination.
